SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee respectfully presents the following report : 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The district by vote instructed their prudential committee to employ 
Miss Mary E. Smith as teacher, and she was accordingly hired for the 
entire year. The inclemency of the weather prevented us from attend- 
ing the closing examination, but during our early visits, we found the 
school quiet and orderly, and the scholars busily engaged with their 
books. The teacher worked with zeal and energy, and her labors were 
not without reward. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Three terms, taught by Miss Hattie A. Tucker. Miss Tucker proved 
herself to be well adapted to the position that she occupied and her 
school made rapid improvement. Her instructions were practical, and 
her explanations clear and concise. The notice of the final examina- 
tion failed to reach us in time for a visit; but the appearance of the 
school at the close of the second term was gratifying and merits a high 
degree of commendation. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school for the year was given to the care of Miss Georgie E. 
Stevens, a graduate of the State Normal School. The scholars became 
deeply interested in their work, and advanced rapidly under the care- 
ful and well directed efforts of their teacher. Order was good, and the 
closing exercises showed results alike creditable to teacher and scholars. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Georgia E. Stoddard, of Boston. A 
good scholar, but owing to a lack of judgment, the school did not pro- 
gress as smoothly as was desirable. Some improvement was made. 

The second term was taught by Miss Minnie E. Dudley of Brent- 
wood, who by new and interesting methods of instruction soon awak-’ 
ened a deep interest among her pupils, who, in return were studious 
and orderly and seemed willingly obedient. The school was progress- 
ing finely,,and was near its close, when for reasons best known to her- 
self, the teacher left. The term was finished by Miss Nettie M. Chase. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


This school is one of the smallest in town and cannot possess that 
stimulus to mental activity found in larger schools. It was taught by 
Miss Dolly J. Adams, who without previous experience, showed a good 
degree of ability for the duties of the school room. The examination 
showed thorough work. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer and Fall terms assigned to Miss Nettie M. Chase, a teacher 
of established reputation and fine qualifications. Possessing the happy 
faculty of imparting instruction in a pleasant manner, her pupils soom 
became interested in their studies, and made steady and rapid progress 
during the year. The recitations in Algebra, Physiology and Arithme- 
tic were particularly good. 


DISTRICT NO 7. 


This district was fortunate in securing the services of Miss Hannah 
M. Harvey of Nottingham, whose previous experience in the school es- 
pecially fitted her for the task. She has a complete knowledge of the 
teacher’s work, and was untiring in her efforts to promote the advance- 
ment of her pupils. The scholars were wide awake and prompt at reci- 
tations. Special attention was given to Topical Geography during the 
last term. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Minnie J. Veasey, a teacher of 
considerable experience and fine qualifications. She labored with pa- 
tience and forbearance and soon gained the good-will of her pupils. 
Her instructions were correct and thorough. Perfect satisfaction was 
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given to the district. The Fall term was taught by Miss Stella R. Mer- 
rill, who set about her task in an energetic manner, established order, 
maintained a firm but kindly discipline, and also exhibited a thorough 
and practical method of teaching. Good order rewarded her labors and 
the improvement in the school at its close was gratifying to your com- 
mittee. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Miss Cora M. Brown was employed as teacher for the first term and 
although it was her first experience in teaching, her previous training 
enabled her to successfully perform the work of the schoolroom. Or- 
der and attendance were good and the final exercises gave evidence of 
a profitable school. Miss Clara E. Dearborn taught the fall term. She 
is a keen student of human nature, and her interest in the cause of 
education highly qualifies her to instruct the young. Having an in- 
dividual knowledge of the disposition and capacity of her scholars, their 
interests in their several studies, their needs and aspirations, she was 
enabled to discern the opportune moment for counsel, encourage- 
ment, and commendation, and to say the right word in the right place. 
Pupils so favored could make but commendable improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


The school in this district was taught by your committee. We found 
the school disposed to be quiet and studious, and to make the best use 
of the time given them for mentalimprovement. The attendance was 
good. For further criticism we must refer you to the Prudential Com- 
mittee or such of the parents and citizens as favored us with a visit. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


The good judgment of the committee in securing teachers is to be 
commended as well as the services of those employed. The summer 
term was taught by Miss Olive E. Freese, a teacher of wide experience 
and fine qualifications. She discharged her duties in a thorough and 
conscientious manner, won the esteem of parents, and left upon the 
hearts and minds of her pupils a lasting impression for good. The class 
in history committed to memory the entire list of important events, 
with their dates given in school charts. Reading, Geography and 
Physiology received careful attention, and the classes in these studies 
are worthy of special notice. The fall term was taught by Miss Lizzie 
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J. Brown of Northwood, who by experience was well fitted to carry on 
the work so well begun by Miss Freese. Each branch of study received 
the proportionate share of the teacher’s time and attention, and the 
scholars thus instructed could not fail to make even and rapid progress. 
Many of the recitations deserve the highest praise and are alike credita- 
ble to the teacher's method and the pupils’ diligence. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


_Two terms taught by Miss Lizzie B. Norris of Hampton. The schol- 
ars were orderly and studious and seemed imbued with a desire for in- 
creased knowledge. The teacher believed in short lessons well learned. 
We found the school at its close in a satisfactory condition. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Miss Clara A. Fiske of Candia had charge of the school for the year. 
We saw many things to be commended, but had the teacher exercised 
more firmness far better results would doubtless have been attained. 


DISTRICT NO. 15, 


This school is one of the smallest in town and it was thought best by 
the committee to open it before the regular time for summer schools 
and invite scholars from adjoining districts. Miss Nettie M. Chase was 
employed as teacher. A lively interest was noticeable from the very 
first, and at the closing exercises the scholars performed and explained 
their work in a manner highly creditable te the teacher’s method of in- 
struction. 


In concluding our report we consider it but just to say that with few 
exceptions our schools have made commendable progress. In most of 
the schools the teachers have been efficient; the pupils studious, obedi- 
ent and wide awake. Acting upon their own good judgment, and in ac- 
cordance with suggestions made in previous reports, the Prudential 
Committees in many of the districts have hired teachers by the year. 
The advantages of this system have generally been manifest in the un- 
disturbed interest and steady progress throughout the year. 

Too little attention has been given the study of reading. By our own 
experience in the school-room we realized the need of some active 
measures to create an interest in this subject, and decided that the in- 
troduction of some text book containing new and interesting reading 
matter, together with a thorough course of instruction would be the 
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most efficient means. After carefully examining the works of several 
authors we chose Raub’s Normal Readers, and officially introduced them, 
The results have far surpassed our expectations. We have also pur- 
chased and placed in each school a set of the Complete School Charts» 
as directed by vote of the town atitslast annual meeting. These charts 
contain a large amount of valuable information not found intext books, 
and in the hands of a skillful teacher supply along felt want. We think 
the advantages shown by their use, in most cases, fully warrant their 
purchase. 

We are glad to see the interest shown in the so called new school law. 
While we would not presume to interpret, or attempt a discussion of 
the law, we would call attention toa few facts that ought to have an 
in luence in its practical application. That the old system cannot be 
improved it is useless to assert. We live in a progressive age. Changes 
and improvements are constantly going on in every thing about us, 
and there is no reason why our schools should be an exception. The 
section of the law that seems toattract the most attention is that which 
gives to the Board of Education the power to determine the number 
and location of the schools. Were it practicable to reduce the schools 
to half their present number we would gladly see it done. But if such 
a change is contemplated we must remember that most of our schools 
are made up of small scholars, many of whom would be deprived of their 
school privileges for several years, if they were obliged to attend school 
in another district. It should be borne in mindthat at the present as in 
the past some of our smallest schools have been our best ones, and 
should the Board of Education see fit to use the entire appropriation for 
the conveyance of the scholars to more central localities we cannot be- 
lieve that the condition of these schools in most cases would be mater- 
ially improved. While we cannot think that a radical change would be 
for the public good, we would recommend that our school property be 
allowed to remain where it is, and only such changes be made from 
year to year as the public good may demand, remembering that under 
whatever conditions we labor the best results cannot be attained with- 
out the work of our best teachers, the prompt and regular attendance 
of pupils and the hearty co-operation of the whole community. 

Again we would recommend that parents give to the cause -all the 
time and attention that their circumstances will allow. To them we 
would say, trust not to hearsay but visit your schools, judge for your- 
self, encourage the right, discountenance the wrong, aid the teachers 
by friendly counsel and suggestions; and by so doing you will give a val- 
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uable impetus to the great and noble work of educating the rising gen- 
erations. 

The amount of money appropriated for school purposes, including the 
*“Jenness”’ and ‘‘Literary funds, ’’ was $2,067.44 which was divided among 
the several districts as shown in the table of statistics. The amount 
appropriated to the fractional district (No. 14) united to Candia was 
$25.98. To the fractional district (Mountain,) united with Nottingham, 
$15.62, and for the support of High school $350.00. 

The number of children in the town April 1, 1885, between the ages of 
five and fifteen years as given by the Selectmen, was two hundred and 
thirty-five, showing a decrease of twenty from the number returned 


last year.
